FELLOW CITIZENS : 

The following is a list of fires and alarms in town for the 
year. 

April Ist, Smiley (heirs) house. Loss $500. Personal $150. 
No insurance. Sparks from chimney supposed cause. 

May 23, fire in pine woods owned by L. W. Perham. Dam- 
age (estimated) $50.00. Fire took from brush fire set ou land 
adjoining. 

June 26th, Philander Ring’s dwelling house, ell and barn con- 
nected. Loss $5,000. Insurance $2,000. Cause, accidental. 

Jan. 28rd, “Mayfield House” Greenfield. Loss, $4,000. In- 
surance, $2,000. This was one of these ‘‘defect in the chim- 
ney”’ fires caused by leaving hot ashes.too near the wood in the 
ell. The alarm was “rung in” soon after 2 P.M. The engine 
was loaded and in 21 minutes from the start was unloaded at 
the station in Greenfield, and on its way to the fire. 

The department was under the same difficulty there as at 
home a better water supply. 

The main object of maintaining an efficient Fire Department 
is to preserve and protect property and to keep down the rates 
paid for fire insurance. We should cheerfully co-operate in any 
way which will contribute to the good of our Fire Department. 

Wilton does not need the services of an apologist. Her 
standing among sister towns is honorable. She needs to have a 
gravity water service to make her a leader and guide marching 
proudly at the front the envy of other towns in the State. 

We firmly believe that when the town employes a man that 
has had the experience of Mr. Tidd to do the surveying, that 


ve 
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when he says a dam 700 feet long and 15 feet high will flow 
nearly 8 acres, and that the reservoir will contain 7,000,000 gal- 
lons of water, a quantity that would last this town 5 months 
without rain that he knew what he was talking about, and those 
of us who are opposing this service on the ground that there is 
not water enough may profit by his example. 

Thanks to Geo. E. Bales, Esq., one of our Representatives, 
for the passage of a General Law which will enable towns to 
put in water service without having to get a special enactment. 

The engine and hose are ina serviceable condition. New 
ladders have been purchased, the house will need new shingles 
soon, so we do not see as we can get along with less than the 
usual appropriation.

Memorandum. 


THE FOREGOING ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT WERE DISPOSED 
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Report of the Board of Education, 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING FeEp. 19, 1896. 


We are requested to review the work of the schools in town 
for another year and present a report to the citizens of the town. 

This is a difficult task to pertorm. Were we dealing with 
money expended upon machinery, the profits and losses accru- 
ing therefrom the work would be comparatively easy. But con- 
sidering that we have living organisms, as the intellect, the 
heart upon which to work, the task is more difficult and a report 
must be far from satisfactory. The most that we can do is to 
present a few facts and allow the citizens to draw their own 
conclusions. The worth of the schools and the work done 
must be largely determined by the future. 

At the annual school meeting held March 16, 1895, Rev. .. 
O. Harlow was re-elected a member of the Board of Education 
for a term of three years. The Board subsequently organized 
with Mr. Harlow as chairman and Miss Putnam as secretary 
and treasurer, Mr. Stearns holding the book supplies. The 
work was at once commenced. Plans for retrenchment were 
formed, purposes put into operation for the good of the schools 
and new ways sought out which might be of benefit. Visits 
have been made by individual members of the Board to other 
schools, for the purpose of comparison with our own schools; 
and also to learn of methods which might be of benefit in our 
home schools. The work of the School Board is not easy if 
each member does his full duty and keeps ever before him the 
improvement of the schools. If he does his work conscien- 
tiously he is not remunerated for his services. For not only is 
the work done to be considered, but the anxiety and the criti- 
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cisms of those who do not understand either the nature or the 
amount of work required. With some the work of the School 
Board is a thankless task. Were it not that there are many 
who value the work accomplished, the office of the Board of 
Education would be vacant. There is work to be done, the 
value of which no one understands but the one who does it, 
and burdens to be carried which no one knows of but those 
who have served on the School Board. 


TEACHERS. 


We do not think it best to review the work of each teacher 
who has served in the town the past year. We believe the 
majority of our teachers have been as good as could be secured 
for the wages paid. It has been our endeavor as far as _possi- 
ble to secure teachers who have had training for their work and 
experience. If we have not always accomplished our object, it 
has been because of lack of time. The teacher may love to 
teach, she may use wise methods and may work hard, and yet 
the school may prove almost a-failure. And why? Because of 
the disagreeable conduct of the scholars and the continual 
consideration of the school at home and the condemnation of 
the teacher by the parents. A wise parent never listens to the 
little complaints brought home, and always upholds the teacher. 

We consider that our teachers have worked hard the past 
year, and their work much of it is apparent. They have 
brought to their classrooms new methods, they have made 
extended preparation for their day’s work, and have returned 
home at night tired in body and mind. A poor teacher may 
have an easy time, but a good teacher does not. Our teachers 
need our sympathy and encouragement. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Those in the outer parts of the town are in good repair. 
Through the kindness and generosity of Mr. and Mrs. S. B. 


D1 


Heald, the school-house in the Kimball district has been 
improved and made pleasant by paint and paper, and some 
school apparatus added. We are truly thankful for this. After 
the present old fashioned seats have been removed and new 
ones take their place, and some other improvements have been 
made, this wil] be one of the pleasantest school-houses in 
town. 

The much desired and long talked of school building at the 
east village is completed, and the 13th of January of the 
present year it was opened and the schools began. This marks 
a great event in the school life of the scholars of Wilton. It 
indicates progress. ‘The building is modern; it is not old 
fashioned ; the rooms are well arranged and convenient, well 
lighted and of good stze. ‘The furniture is in keeping with the 
building. The heating apparatus is up to date and heats the 
room well. We feel that our building committee have acted 
judiciously in the selection of a plan and in the erection of the 
building. We are well satisfied with the building and believe 
it to be an honor to the town and a powerful impetus in the 
cause of education. The town has done nobly in this outlay of 
money. May the whole town rejoice because Wilton is in the 
front rank in the matter of school buildings. 


FINANCES. 


The matter of finances must be considered, because without 
money the schools could not subsist. We have tried to expend 
the funds judiciously. The district was in debt at the begin- 
ning of the school year, and these debts had to be paid. The 
insurance on some of the buildings ran out and _ had to be 
renewed. Our school treasurer’s report will show how the 
money has been expended. Good teachers demand _ higher 
wages than formerly, and if we do not pay the current wages 
these teachers cannot be secured. Books, supplies, etc., cost a 
great deal of money. The town has contributed well in the 
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past toward the support of schools, but we feel that we must 
ask for a much larger appropriation than heretofore. We were 
obliged to open a new primary school, which means more 
money. We have now a janitor who is paid a salary. ‘The 
heating apparatus requires a large amount of fuel. © An assist- 
ant for the High School must be secured. Insurance on the 
new building must be paid, together with general expenses, 
requires an increased appropriation. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


We know no reason why our schools cannot keep apace with 
other schools if the town is generous in the matter of finances. 
We desire to make our schools as good as _ possible, because 
some of the scholars complete their school life with graduation 
from our High School. ‘This class ought to have the best there 
is. Others take a more extended course, and our High School 
ought to fit all who wish to enter the scientific and even the 
classical department of our colleges, without obliging them to 
go from town to other fitting schools. We believe that if our 
beloved nation would stand firm and secure on patriotic princi- 
ples, the youth must be taught in our schools to be intelligent, 
useful and loyal citizens. ‘The purpose of education is two- 
fold—the acquisition of knowledge, and the acquisition of power. 
An educated person is a power in the community. Besides 
this there is the developing of character, which is sometimes a 
problem, considering the material placed in the teacher’s 
hands. : 

We have used nearly the same methods as before. We con- 
sider the study of English the mest essential, and yet are 
pained to see how little some of our High School graduates 
know about their mother tongue. The common branches have 
been taught together with some of the higher ones. We also 
believe in the study of nature, and think it practicable to send 
the child to the original source of knowledge, to observe and 
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investigate for itself and to “ Find tongues in trees, books in 
the running brooks, sermons in stones, and good in every- 
thing.” 

We need to appreciate the value of the child, to have a quick 
sympathy with his needs, a better knowledge of the mind and 
the laws of its growth, and to inspire noble aims, to implant 
sound principles and to incite to honorable achievement. 


ATTENDANCE. 


In accordance with the returns made: by the enumerating 
officer in April, 1895, of the children between the ages of five 
and fifteen, there were 295 in town. ‘The whole number 
enrolled in our school registers is 3818, of whom 1957 are boys, 
and 161 are girls. The following table will give additional 
information. It is a difficult task to fill out this table accu- 
rately, because the schools at the east village. are in session, 
and will not close until about March 20th, and West Wilton 


closes Feb. 2Ilst. 
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We thank all who have assisted in the discharge of our 
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duties, for the sympathy so freely given, and the kindly advice 
offered. We invite all to visit the schools often, and witness 
for themselves the work done. We think that much of the 
tardiness and absence from school can be avoided if the 
parents will attend to the matter. We feel sure that the 
scholars who attend the schools in the new building will take 
great pride in keeping the building as neat and free from 
injury as possible. We would ask that the free use of the 
Town Hall be granted the schools for all worthy objects.
